Hi, Chris et al: 

I spoke with James McGuire, the Director of the Office of Environmental Quality, and he, Joseph Vu, and engineer on 
James' staff, and I are available to meet to discuss issues that relate to the Lane Plating Site at any convenient time this 
coming Tuesday, March 2L Each of us has reviewed most of the publicly-available material about the site and 
concerning the t ime-critical removal action the Region conducted in September 2016. We are happy to come to the 
Region if it would be easier for all concerned. 

A topic that is at the top of our agenda is what kind of communication strategy the Region has considered concerning 
the status of the site. Due to the City's concerns that the facility is not secure, we also would like to discuss what 
additional interim measures may be necessary. Because there is a possibility that unknown volumes or residues of 
hazardous substances may remain in tanks, containers, contaminated media such as soils, groundwater, and existing 
structures, site security is a concern. 

We recognize that the Region is at an early stage of the listing process. However, to the extent possible, we believe an 
open discussion regarding the potent ial need for additional interim response actions and of any validated data is in the 
parties' best interests. 

Therefore, what time would work for the three of us to come over next Tuesday? 

We look forward to seeing you all.

I need to talk to you immediately about a site the Region is moving forward for NPL 
listing - its pre-score is high enough, and it obviously will be Fund-lead. It hasn't hit 
Carlos' desk yet, but I've spoken w/the guy who's handling the listing. 

The City had not been told about this site until the Park & Recreation biologist 
happened on the site in connection with feral pig issues. It's in an EJ community and is 
ca. ¼-mile from Paul Quinn.
